THE STRIKE. 


First Week of the Shorter Hour Con- 
tention at Philadelphia. 


First Union Strike in the Mills of That City and Vicinity— 
Condition of Affairs in the Various Mills—Two 
Mills, Hamilton’s and McDowell’s, Shut Down— 
Others Somewhat Crippled. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, November 4, 1901.—The close of the 
first week of the machine tenders’ strike—the first resistance 
by organized labor ever experienced by local paper manu- 
facturers—finds affairs unsettled. The strikers have suc- 
ceeded in closing two mills, Hamilton’s and McDowell’s, 
while the others affected are either running on part time 
y the aid of superintendents and substitutes or on full 
time by strikers who have returned to work. At only one 

ll, that of the Martin & William H. Nixon Paper Com- 
pany, are members of the International Paper Machine 
Union working with the sanction of the organ- 
zation, but a crisis is expected at this mill early next 
veek, when, it is said, an effort will be made to return to 
the old hours of labor instead of the shorter ones de- 
nanded by the men.

“While it is still too early to define the exact results 
of the strike,” said a manufacturer, “it is still a fact that 
hereafter labor troubles must be counted on as a factor in 
the cost of operating a mill. This is the first strike by 
organized labor that local manufacturers have experienced. 
I do not believe it will be the last. But because it is the 
first every move on the part either of manufacturer or 
workman is of special importance. It will establish a 
precedent. This trouble is of course but a development 
growing out of the troubles experienced last summer by 
the Eastern mills. It is unfortunate for manufacturers 
that the question of hours was not raised in all the mills 
of the country at the same time. The embarrassment that 
the local manufacturers are experiencing is being taken 
advantage of by the manufacturers further West whose 
men have not yet struck. If the strike had been national, 
no class of manufacturers would have the advantage that 
some now have. 

“However, the strike is here and we must grapple with 
it. There is no doubt that in some of the mills the hours 
of labor are too long, and there is no doubt in my mind, 
either, that they will be shortened eventually. The trend 
in all branches of industry is toward shorter hours, and a 

shorter day will be the rule in paper manufactories, as it 
is in other mills. The question now arises, How will 
shorter hours affect wages? Either the men must con- 
sent to receive less per week of shorter days or else the 
paper consuming public must agree to pay more for pa- 
per. I suppose that primarily the men will secure shorter 
hours with less wages; then diminished production will 
cause prices to advance, and probably there will come final- 
ly a compromise between short hours and present rate of 
wages. If the men are unsuccessful at the present time I 
have little doubt that they wili set to work to strengthen 
their organization, and in the near future will again insist 
on having their demands granted. It is immaterial to 
manufacturers whether they pay the present wages or 
more, provided all manufacturers are compelled to ad- 
vance their rate in equal proportion. But after all is said 
and done it still remains a fact that time will adjust the 
present disturbed conditions better than any man or set 
of men can adjust them. It would seem, therefore, that 
we can only wait for the result. Whatever the result it is 
certain from now henceforth organized labor will be an 
element in paper production in Philadelphia.”

Trade Reports Show Active Trade With Both Manufac- 
turers and Jobbers—Advances in Price 
Made in Some Lines. 


There are no indications of a let-up in the demand as 
far as the New York market is concerned. Both the job- 
bing and the manufacturing branches continue to do an 
The jobbers are still complaining about 
slow delivery on the part of the mills, and some of them 
are inclined to talk a little bearish. But the mill agents 
say that this is done for effect; that the jobbers are send- 
ing in a large volume of orders, particularly for manilas, 
and that the trouble is that the mills are so loaded with 
orders that the manufacturers are too independent to suit 
the trade. A fear of further stiffening of quotations is 
also abroad. All grades of manilas are in very strong de- 
mand. No. 2 wood manilas still very 
scarce, and are quoted at 2.10 cents as the minimum price. 
The No. 1 wood is much firmer this week, owing to the 
extraordinary demand. which used to 
be a drug on the market, cannot be bought for less than 
1.90 cents this week. The other positive advances to be re- 
corded are on straw board and news board. On both of 
these there was an advance of $2.50 per ton last week. 
While all grades of paper are extremely firm, there are no 
general advances to announce. However, this week the 
feeling is general that news is worth at least 5 cents more 
than it has been. This would make the minimum quota- 
tion for current business in rolls 2.15 cents. The demand 
for news has been affected, so it is reported, by an enforced 
curtailment of production by one of the large companies 
on account of low The surplus stock of news is 
not large at this time. On account of the increased de- 
mand ground wood has advanced at least $1 per ton. 
This of course reacts on the price of paper, making all 
Soda pulp is also reported 
as having advanced at least 5 cents per 100 pounds. As 
a result the quotations on book paper are stronger. Some 
positive advances on book are expected very soon. The 
writings are also affected. Owing to 
the improved condition of the manila market the paper 
bag manufacturers are considering the possibility of ad- 
vancing their prices to correspond to the changed value 
of bag paper.

BRITISH PAPER TOPICS. 


Better Demand for Paper—Fewer Unemployed Men The 
Metric System—The Pulp Markets—Profits of 
the Electrolytic Alkali Company. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, October 24, 1901.—There has been some im- 
provement in the condition of the paper trade and orders 
are somewhat more plentiful. Even with added demand, 
however, trade is not what it ought to be. 

According to the labor correspondents of the Board of 
Trade, employment in the paper trade improved some- 
what during September, and the percentage of unem- 
ployed union members at the end of the month 
therefore only 2.2 per cent., against 2.7 per cent. in Au- 
gust and 2.1 per cent. in September last year. Pulp 
workers at Hartlepool reported employment as good; 
paper mill workers in Leeds and district found business 
quiet; at Barnsley they were reported to be busy. 

The advocates of the metric system keep pushing thei: 
claims for recognition. W. H. Holland, M. P., has pre 
sented a report of the committee on the metric system t 
the Chambers of Commerce. The com 
mittee unanimously adopted the following resolutions 
(1) That, after considering various suggestions, this 
committee is unanimously of opinion that the chamber 
should unite in urging upon the Government the com 
pulsory adoption of the metrical system of weights and 
measures, leaving matters oi detail to be considered later 
(2) That the committee is unanimously of opinion that 
a British decimal system of coinage must be on the basis 
of retaining the sovereign, with the florin as a unit, di 
vided into a hundred cents or farthings. (3) The com 
mittee recommends that there should be nickel coins o! 
5 and 10 cents, and bronze coins of 1, 2 and 4 cents or 
farthings.” 

The prospectus of Spicer Brothers, Limited, will be is 
sued next week. The capital offered will be 10,000 5 pe! 
cent. cumulative preference shares of £10 each. The 
profits of the concern last year were over £44,607. 

The pulp markets have improved. Well-known grades 
of sulphite are firm, white soda is very steady. The de 
mand, however, is not active. Bleached sulphite is quoted 
at £12 and unbleached at £9 to £9 5s. The mechanical 
pulp market is stronger. Buyers are not pushing matters, 
but Scandinavian makers cling close to £2 10s. for moist 
pine and £5 10s. for dry for this year’s delivery, and 
£2 5s. and £5 5s. respectively for next year’s delivery. 

At the annual meeting of the Electrolytic Alkali Com- 
pany, recently held at Manchester, the chairman stated 
that the four and a half months’ working of the new proc- 
ess at the company’s works at Middlewich had resulted in 
a profit of £1,241. With the present limited plant the di- 
rectors estimated the annual profit at £3,800, while with 
another unit working within six months the annual profit 
would be £15,000.

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STURGEON FALLS. 


A Compromise Agreed to at Ottawa 
on Monday Last. 


The Papers in the Case Signed—The Terms of the Settle- 
ment in Detail—What Each Party to the Arbitration 
Is to Do—It Is Said That the Pulp and Paper 
Mills Will Be Completed at Once. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, Canada, November 5, 1901.—A wire from Ot- 
tawa states that a settlement was arrived at yesterday 
afternoon in the arbitration between the Edward Lloyd 
Company, Limited, of London, England, and the Sturgeon 
Falls Pulp Company. The terms agreed upon were as fol- 
lows: The Edward Lloyd Company agrees to reconvey the 
whole property affected to the Sturgeon Falls Company. 
The former will pay to the latter damages amounting to 
£102,417 19s. 7d. made up thus: £58,417 19s. 7d. actual cash 
a'ready paid on account of the purchase and a further sum 
of £44,000 in cash and assets, the value of the assets to be 
ascertained by a valuator. The valuator is to be chosen 
by the parties to the agreement, and if they are not able to 
agree a choice will be made by Sir John Boyd, chancellor 
of Ontario. The Lloyd Company agrees to give a collat- 
eral guarantee for an issue of 6 per cent. bonds of the 
Sturgeon Falls Pulp Company, amounting to £25,000, and 
also to purchase, if the Sturgeon Falls Company so de- 
sire, the output of the mills for two years from the time 
they are completed and start up. The Lloyd Company fur- 
ther agrees to withdraw all allegations made in the state- 
ment of claim affecting the good faith and character of the 
Sturgeon Falls Company and the truthfulness of its rep- 
resentations, and the former further admits that the result 
of the timber explorations made alters the views enter- 
tained. 

Furthermore, the Lloyd Company acknowledges that the 
trouble with the Sturgeon Falls Company has been the re- 
sult of a business misunderstanding. The Lloyd Company 
further agrees to pay £7,000 to the Sturgeon Falls Com- 
pany on account of the costs of the arbitration. 

The written statement setting forth the terms of the 
agreement was signed by the representatives of the respec- 
tive companies. There was a great array of legal talent. 
Hon. Charles Fitzpatrick, Solicitor-General of Canada, was 
the arbitrator, and the Lloyd Company was represented by 
the following: Hon. S. H. Blake, K. C.; Walter Cassels, 
K. C.; Hon. Thomas Duffy, K. C., and A. W. Anglin. 
Representing the Sturgeon Falls Company were Hon. Chas. 
Russell, K. C.; Christopher Robinson, K. C.; Leighton 
McCarthy, M. P.; A. W. Stewart and H. E. McKee. 

The agents of the Sturgeon Falls Company state that 
the construction of the new mill will be at once resumed 
and pushed to completion as rapidly as possible. The com- 
pany will aim at manufacturing from 100 to 120 tons of 
pulp per day. L. 


Fire at Peoria Straw Board Mill. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

PrortA, Ill., November 4, 1901.—About noon last Thurs- 
day a report was received in this city that one of the great 
piles of baled straw at the straw board mills in Averyville 
was on fire. The Rock Island officials were asked to 
place a switch engine at the disposal of the Averyville 
fire department, so that an engine might be run to the 
fire. The whistles at the mill were blown for fully fii- 
teen minutes, and the excitement for a time was very in- 
tense. When the volunteer department of Averyville ar- 
rived at the mill it was found that the fire was under the 
floor of the main building, and great volumes of smoke 
were curling up through the floor. The department 
turned two streams onto the blaze and within a few min- 
utes it was extinguished with but a very small loss. 


Train, Smith Company’s New Pulp Mill. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 
Bristo., N. H., November 4, 1901.—The new pulp mill 
of the Train, Smith Company, of Boston, erected on the 
site of that destroyed by fire June 27 last, was started up 
last week. The building is one story high, with basement 
48x90 feet, and boiler room 25x30 feet. The walls are of 
brick, and the woodwork of hard pine. The roof is flat 
and covered with rubber and a fireproof covering. One 
grinder is now at work, and another will be very shortly. 
The wet machine has a 76-inch wire. It is provided with 
hydraulic pressure, so that the pulp, when taken off, is 45 
per cent. dry. In the east end of the mill is a barking ma- 
chine, 50-inch face. The power to drive the grinders is 
furnished by two 27-inch McCormick wheels. 
The mill is lighted with a fifty-light dynamo driven by a 
12-inch wheel. 
All bark and shavings will be conducted to the boiler 


room, where is located a horizontal 50 horse power boiler. 
This boiler will furnish heat for the mill and steam for a 
25 horse power engine, which will be used later for power 
to run the saw and barker. 

This building has been erected, the machinery purchased 
and set up under the immediate direction of Charles A. 
Lucas, the superintendent of Train, Smith Company’s mills 
in Bristol, and of Ira B. Burpee, foreman of the pulp mill. 


Damages Claimed by Nashua River Paper Co. 


East Pepperett, Mass., November 4, 1901.—Next week 
the special commission appointed by the Supreme Court to 
settle the question of compensation to be paid the Nashua 
River Paper Company on account of the diversion of the 
waters of the Nashua River by the Metropolitan Water 
Board will give several hearings in Room 240 at the State 
House. This commission is composed of Judge Dunbar, 
Hon. Walter Clifford and Col. John W. Ellis. Former 
hearings have been held at the Court House and elsewhere, 
but lack of space compelled the commission to accept quar- 
ters for the hearings at the State House. 


Kalamazoo Paper Mill on Fire. 


KALAMAzOO, Mich., November 4, 1901.—There was quite 
a flurry of excitement at Kalamazoo Paper Mill No. 2 last 
Thursday evening, when a fire was discovered early di- 
rectly under one of the paper machines. A quantity of 
waste paper had fallen down from the machine, and the 
fire had gained some headway in this before it was dis- 
covered. From there it got into the pulp room beneath the 
place, where over a carload of pulp was stored. The mill 
fire department immediately went to work and had two 
streams of water playing on the fire in short order. The 
fire was soon extinguished and all the machines were run- 
ning again, although when the fire was first discovered it 
looked as though the mill was in great danger. Loss, 
$2,000. 


THE LAKE ST. JOHN VALLEY. 


Some of Its Points of Interest—The Peribonca Pulp Com- 
pany Located on the Peribonca River 
-—Its History. 


MonrtreaL, Canada, November 4, 1901.—The valley of the 
Lake St. John, which has been aptly designated the granary 
of the Province of Quebec, and which, with the Labelle re- 
gion, has been spoken of as the site par excellence for 
colonization, is indeed more to the visitor than an agricul- 
tural country. Lake St. John is fed by streams and rivers 
along all of which are powerful waterfalls. These, were 
they fully utilized, would develop important industries. It 
is a matter of surprise that they are not, for in addition to 
the splendid railway facilities afforded on two sides of the 
lake by the Quebec and Lake St. John Railway, there are 
steamboats navigating Lake St. John and many of the 
rivers that empty into it 

The Great Peribonca River, 250 miles long. is navigable 
for 18 miles from its-mouth by steamboats of ordinary 
size. On the shores of the Little Peribonca is established 
a village of the same name which promises to become, 
within a short time, a centre of agriculture and industry. 
Its origin dates back to no longer than a year and a half 
ago. Eighteen months ago the present village of Peri- 
bonca was a forest, with no other habitation than a hut, 
where two bachelor brothers, the Messrs. Guay, lived. 
They had just started to clear a piece of land. It stands 
a tangible proof of the tide of immigration that follows 
the opering of big industries, for the village would not 
exist to-day if a large pulp mill had not been established 
there by the Peribonca Pulp Company. 

The directors of the company are Amedee Robitaille, 
Quebec; Thomas Du Trembiay, Charles Paquette, Archier 
Du Tremblay, A. E. Villerand, Joseph Samson, N. Ber- 
natchez and Pamphile Du Tremblay. Mr. Thomas Du 
Tremblay is the president and manager, and Mr. P. A. 
Potvin is secretary. 

In July, 1900, when, as already stated, there was no sign 
of development in the district, capitalists from Quebec and 
Roberval visited the waterfalls in the Little Peribonca 
River, 4 miles from its discharge into the Great Peri- 
bonca. The result of their visit was the formation of the 
present company, with a capital o: $50,000, which has since 
been increased to $100,000, The building of a dam, the 
creation of four huge turbines, the erection of the factory 
and the installation of machinery and apparatus for its 
operation were the work of less than a year, and the first 
rolls of pulp have already been put on the market. It 
was expected that everything would have been in readiness 
for a formal opening on the oceasion of the recent visit 
of Hon, Lomer Gouin, but a delay in the shipment of the 
dynamos made this impossible. The factory is 120 by 
45 feet, with a wing, and has a capacity of 1,300 horse and 
an average output of 30 tons a day. DoMINION.

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NEWS BOARD ADVANCED $2.50. 


The Mills of the National News Board Company Made 
This Move on Thursday Last, Just After the 
New List Was Issued. 





Representatives of the mills included in the National 
News Board Company held another meeting at the offices of 
the company, 277 Broadway. New York, on Thursday of 
last week. This meeting was called to consider the ad- 
visability of making an advance on the product of the 
mills. As a result of the conference it was voted to put 
up the quotations on plain “solid and filled” No. 1 and 
No. 2 news board $2.50 per ton. The price on ordinary 
No. 1 is therefore $32.50, instead of $30, as heretofore. 
This advance, so soon after the issuance week before last 
of the circular letter giving price list and terms, was due, 
so it is said, to the action of the American and the Manu- 
facturers’ Straw Board companies in putting up _ their 
prices. The National News Board Company simply fol- 
lowed suit. But a number of the gentlemen connected with 
the news board interests state positively that as far as de- 
mand and supply are concerned an advance should have 
taken place weeks ago, and that the demand for news 
board to-day is stronger than it has been at any time this 
fall. All the mills are reported full of orders and behind- 
hand on their deliveries. The production has been cur- 
tailed considerably the past few weeks owing to the shut- 
ting down for repairs of one of the big machines of the 
McEwan Brothers Company, of Whippany, N. J. Then 
the strike in the mills at Philadelphia, which includes the 
plant of the Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing Company, 
has affected the news board market. So everything con- 
sidered the market for news board is pretty active. All the 
paper box makers are exceedingly busy, and are naturally 
anxious to have a supply of boards on hand. They are, 
therefore, urging the manufacturers to make large deliv- 
eries on their orders. Under such circumstances, having 
all they can do to take care of old trade, some advance in 
current business was felt to be due the manufacturers. And 
now that the straw board companies have led the way, the 
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news board manufacturers made a similar advance of $2.50, 
leaving “the differential” the same as before. As indicat- 
ing the strength of the market, the McEwan Brothers Com- 
pany has this week sent out a supplementary letter stat- 
ing that 60 cents per ton will henceforth be charged for 
cartage on deliveries made from its store in New York. 


Paper Novelties Made in Saginaw. 

Sactnaw, Mich., November 4, 1901.—Last week an or- 
ganization was effected in this city which will be the only 
one of its kind in the United States. The organization is 
a copartnership to be known as the American Paper Nov- 
elty Company, and is owned jointly by J. B. Meienberg, 
F,. W. Sowatsky, Fred Kuehn and Reinhold Kuehn. The 
company is organized for the purpose of manufacturing all 
kinds of paper novelties, paper masks, Japanese and Chinese 
lanterns and articles of such a kind. They will begin op- 
erations in their factory, at the corner of Gratiot and Mich- 
igan avenues. Mr. Meienberg was elected general manager, 
Mr. Sowatsky secretary and treasurer, and Frederick 
Kuehn superintendent of the plant. Mr. Kuehn came to 
this country from Germany less than a year ago and has 
had much practical experience in this line of manufacture, 
having been connected with one firm in Germany for over 
fourteen years. 

The company will not be incorporated at once, but if the 
first year’s business is successful it will be within a year. 
The owners of the new concern believe that they will re- 
ceive a very large business in this line, as all goods of this 
kind now obtained are imported. 


Battle Island Company Exonerated. 


Futton, N. Y., November 4, 1901.—The investigation 
into the charge of importing labor made against the Battle 
Island Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company before United 
States Commissioner Baker was brought to a close last 
week. Nothing could be obtained from any of the wit- 
nesses examined to substantiate the charge. About a dozen 
witnesses have been before the commissioner, but no viola- 
tion of the alien labor law could be discovered. The mem- 
bers of the company were therefore exonerated.

A dividend of 10 per cent. is announced by the Ammen- 
dorfer Papierfabrik, in Radewell, Germany. 

The death is recorded of Eugen Holtzmann, Privy 
Councillor of Commerce, and director of the Weisenbach 
Paper Mills, in Baden, Germany. 


Pulp board makers in Germany consider that higher 
prices should rule, as stocks are almost nil, and the scarc- 
ity of water has interfered seriously with production. 

The Thodesche Papierfabrik Aktien Gesellschaft, in 
Hainsberg, Germany, shows a further loss on the year’s 
working, the adverse balance now being 168,163 marks. 

Dividends of 6 per cent. on the preference and 5 per 
cent. on the ordinary shares have been declared by the 
Chemnitzer Papierfabrik zu Einsiedel, near Chemnitz, 
Germany. 

According to the new revenue act of Newfoundland, 
which came into force on July 1 last, machine felts for 
(wet) pulp machines must pay import duty at the rate of 
25 per cent. ad valorem. 

Some interesting particulars have lately been published 
in the Papier Zeitung concerning ancient German paper 
mills. The existence of the first mill bears the date of 
1391, when Ulman Stromer employed two Italian paper 
makers and an assistant. At the outset two wheels drove 
eighteen stampers, and in a few years twelve workmen 
and three women found employment. In 1399 permission 
was obtained to erect a paper mill in Chemnitz. The 
Dresden paper mill ranks as the oldest in Saxony, it being 
erected in 1485. It was first worked by Duke Albrecht 
and later passed into the possession of the family of 
Schaffhirt. A member of the Schaffhirt family also 
erected a paper mill in Freiberg, the privilege granted to 
him being dated 1557. In 1578 a mill was erected in Loss- 
nitz by Stroumpifelt; in 1594 a mill was built in Bautzen 
by Carl von Kittlitz; in 1607 George von Bindauff opened 
a mill at Hermsdorf a d. Roder, and in 1620 a mill was 
built at Obergurigk, near Stolpen. A number of mills 
were built after the year 1653. In 1770 there were seventy 
mills making 25,000 thalers’ worth of paper per annum; 
the importation from Bohemia amounted to 10,000 thalers’ 
worth. In 1767 there were 71 employers and 135 assist- 
ants. In 1804 there were 89 paper mills in Saxony.

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WATER POLLUTION IN INDIANA. 


State Board of Health Declines to Revoke the Permits 
of the Muncie Pulp Company and the Con- 
sumers’ Paper Company. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 4, 1901.—The permits 
of the Muncie Pulp Company and the Consumers’ Paper 
Company, of Muncie, allowing them to run waste water 
into White River and Buck Creek, will not be revoked. 
A similar permit to the Anderson straw board mill has 
been revoked. The State Board of Health met in special 
session last Thursday afternoon and adopted the follow- 
ing resolution: 

“Whereas, There seems to be a misapprehension as to 
the rights involved in certain permits recently issued by 
the Indiana State Board of Health to various industries, 
therefore be it 

“Resolved, That the permits issued by this board do 
not contemplate the dumping or draining into any stream 
of any pulp or other deleterious or harmful substance, or 
substance that may become so, and that any mills so 
doing are violating the permits issued by this board, and 
therefore are amenable to the pains and penalties of the 
law relating to the pollution of streams.” 

President Forest and Secretary Hurty, who were recently 
in Delaware County investigating the condition of White 
River and Buck Creek, reported that White River is. being 
injured at Anderson by the refuse from the straw board 
mill at that place, which they say is dumped into the river 
in large quantities. An otder was immediately issued re- 
voking the permit to the Anderson straw board mill, issued 
last May, allowing it to run waste water into White River. 

That Buck Creek and White River below Muncie are in 
a condition that is detrimental to health, as the result of the 
refuse matter from the mills of the Muncie Pulp Company 
and the Consumers Paper Company, of Muncie, which was 
dumped into both streams for a long time previous to the 
issuance of the permits, is conceded by the board, but, said 
President Forest: 

“We are not responsible for what these mills did before 
we issued them permits. If the farmers get damage from 
the companies they will have to do it through the courts. 
Damage suits to the extent of about $100,000 are now 
pending in the courts of Delaware County. The com- 
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panies have not, to our knowledge, violated these permits, 
and if we can enforce the law on them from now on we 
will be doing very well. If the companies keep up their 
present record their permits will be renewed December 
1. The permit to the Anderson straw board mill has been 
revoked for good and it will not be reissued. I have it 
from Dr. Cowing, of Muncie, health officer in Delaware 
County, that the Muncie Pulp Company and the Con- 
sumers Paper Company, of Muncie, have not increased 
the number of cases of typhoid fever in Delaware County, 
by the present objectionable condition of White River and 
Buck Creek. 

“A very large number of farmers who claim to have 
been greatly damaged by the bad condition of the river 
and the creek want the board to take such action against 
the companies that they will have to remove their plants 
from Muncie. Now these mills are a source of great com- 
mercial value to Muncie and the whole of Delaware 
County, and the board does not propose to do anything 
to cause their removal unless the health of that county 
positively demands it.” 


Western Pulp Wood Matters, 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., November 4, 1901.—Frank Perry, the 
pulp wood contractor, was in town last week on business 
with the Pulp Wood Company. He stated that the two 
big barges he built last summer to be used for carrying 
pulp wood, as reported in these columns several weeks 
ago, were now doing duty in bringing coal from Buffalo, 
carrying about 1,000 tons each. It was too late in the sea- 
son this year for the barges to be given a thorough test as 
pulp wood carriers, but Mr. Perry is of the opinion that 
they are going to prove a good thing. Their first cost is 
high, being about $13,000 each, but they will carry 500 
cords each and can be towed at a rate of 6 miles an hour, 
taking about forty hours for the trip as against about 140 
hours when the wood is brought in rafts. 

The Pulp Wood Company will next week finish the sea- 
son’s work at the Long Tail Point Docks and will close 
up shop for the winter. Manager Taylor states that the 
receipts the coming winter by railroad will begin about 
January 1, provided cars can be procured. The railroads 
hereabouts are now moving more freight than ever before 
in their history. A good deal of wood is now awaiting 
shipment, but cars for it cannot be had. Very little spruce 





will be brought in this winter for reasons previously given 
in this correspondence, and the quantity of hemlock also 
will be considerably reduced. Fox River. 


Accidents. 


R. D. Creech, employed in the mill of the Atlas Paper 
Company, Appleton, Wis., was struck in the face by a 
moving level last week and suffered a painful but not 
dangerous injury. 

Fred H. Merrill, an employee of the Sesetentious Pa- 
per Company, Rumford Falls, Me., was seriously injured 
one day last week. Mr. Merrill fell through an opening 
in the mill floor, falling 15 feet. He was badly bruised 
about the head and body. 


Two men named Thos. Fahey and Sam. Terrier, em- 
ployed at the paper mill at East Angus, Canada, were 
seriously injured the other day by a rope attached to one 
of the derricks breaking. The former received a nasty 
scalp wound and his nose was so badly smashed that the 
bone had to be removed. 


James Cronan, a laborer employed in the pulp mill in 
Pyrites, N. Y., was badly cut about the head by a flying 
stick. He was removed to the company’s office, and Dr. 
F. F. Williams summoned. It is feared that the skull is 
crushed, and that an operation will be necessary to re- 
lieve the pressure on the brain. 


Joseph Boulier, of Montague, Me., who works in the 
pulp mill there, was accidentally struck by the rapidly re 
volving handles of a derrick, where a fellow workman had 
accidentally displaced the log which held the hoisting gear, 
and one of his legs was broken. He was taken to the 
Eastern Maine general hospital in Bangor during the after- 
noon. Boulier had the same leg broken in the pulp mill 
about a year ago, and it was only a few days since that he 
was able to return to work. 

Edward Scheetz, foreman of the machine room at the 
Union Paper Mills, New Hope, Pa., met with a horrible 
accident on Monday of last week. He was assisting on a 
paper machine, when his right arm was caught in the ma- 
chine and terribly mangled, the flesh being torn off and 
the bones fractured. The unfortunate man received a se- 
vere shock and he is now in a critical condition, his 
friends fearing he may die. Even if he survives his in- 
juries amputation of the arm will be necessary.

The number of establishments reporting in each grade 
is as follows: Tissue, 56; blotting, 11; building, roofing, 
asbestos and sheathing, 50; carpet lining, 24; hanging, 
25; curtain, 3; all other, 46. No data are given for these 
miscellaneous products whereby a comparison of these 
figures with the figures for 1890 can be made by grades, 
the only statistics presented being a total of all these 
grades. This is the more noticeable because in the writ- 
ing, book, news, wrapping and board branches of the 
trade the basis for such comparison is given in each in- 
stance. A comparison of the totals referred to shows a 
large increase. In 1890, of these miscellaneous products 
our paper mills produced 102,445 tons, valued at $7,041,178, 
and in 1900, 233,103 tons, valued at $12,114,555. 

Considering these miscellaneous grades as a whole, we 
find that while Connecticut in 1890 made 3,730 tons, valued 
at $513,142, in 1900, she made 4,679 tons, valued at $473,467. 
Illinois in 1890 made 5,350 tons, valued at $87,166, and in 
1900, 3,650 tons, valued at $72,962. Indiana in 1890 made 
4,992 tons, valued at $139,192, and in 1900 4,233 tons valued 
at $271,679. Maryland in 1890 made 885 tons, valued at 
$57,525, and in 1900 4,638 tons, valued at $157,845. Massa- 
chusetts in 1890 made 15,820 tons, valued at $1,451,951, and 
in 1900 25,755 tons, valued at $1,512,709. Michigan in 1890 
made 775 tons, valued at $54,250, and in 1900 4,361 tons, 
valued at $188,006. New Hampshire in 1890 made 1,776 
tons, valued at $217,793, and in 1900 6,788 tons, valued at 
$435,242. New Jersey in 1890 made 619 tons, valued at 
$108,941, and in 1900 12,641 tons, valued at $1,213,657. New 
York in 1890 made 25,521 tons, valued at $1,881,790, and 
in 1900 65,608 tons, valued at $3,354,154. Ohio in 1890 
made 6,450 tons, valued at $356,065, and in 1900 13,269 
tons, valued at $580,598. Pennsylvania in 1890 made 27,172 
tons, valued at $1,278,033, and in 1900 58,152 tons, valued 
at $2,167,984. Vermont in 1890 made 2,381 tons, valued at 
$295,235, and in 1900 4,364 tons, valued at $386,508. Vir- 
ginia in 1890 made 668 tons, valued at $125,181, and in 
1900 4,780 tons, valued at $400,800. Wisconsin in 1890 
made 3,370 tons, valued at $65,242, and 10,119 tons, valued 
at $592,092. “All other States,” this item including all 
States having less than three establishments, in 1890 pro- 
duced 2,750 tons, valued at $54,500, and in 1900 3,641 tons, 
valued at $100,589. 

These figures are of interest as showing the increase or 
decrease of product, but the values given are of no service 
at all in making comparisons, as the paper bunched in the 
table are widely different in value, and there is presented 
no means by which a proper analysis can be made. 





The Strike at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia is now in the second week of the contest 
between paper mill workers and paper mill owners. The 
object sought to be obtained by the union workmen is a 
shorter hour schedule by which the mills wotld shut 
down at § o’clock on Saturday afternoon and start up 
at 7 o'clock on Monday morning, instead of stopping 
at Saturday midnight and starting up at Sunday midnight, 


as heretofore. It is the same question as was the bone of 


mills, as was done at Holyoke. Two mills were down. 


Others are crippled, but are getting out their product 
by the aid of emergency forces, while yet others are ex- 
perimenting with the new schedule. 

The strike at Holyoke came at a dull time, when a 
lessening of product was a distinct advantage to the 


manufacturers. That now on at Philadelphia comes when 


there is an active, healthy demand for paper, and when 
the manufacturers are being crowded by their customers 


for deliveries. That being the case, any shutdown is a 


distinct disadvantage to the manufacturers. 

It is hoped on all sides that the question in dispute will 
be settled promptly and satisfactorily, and that settlement, 
whatever it may be, will be accepted as final by both 
sides. After the Holyoke strike there were a number of 
minor questions that came to the surface after the formal 


agreement had been signed. In this case it would be a 


benefit to have the agreement, whatever it may be, cover 


all points. 


There is printed on another page an article on the 
causes of the deterioration of paper machine wires that 
will be interesting and perhaps instructive to both wire 
weavers and paper manufacturers. In this connection it 
may be stated that some wire weavers are having trouble 
in securing competent men to operate their looms, and 
just at present, with an active trade in progress, this is 
embarrassing. So short is the time for delivery in some 
cases, the more especially where wide wires are wanted, 
that wires are sent forward by express at a very con- 
siderable increase in the cost of delivery. The scarcity of 
competent men is restricting the output, one manufacturer 
stating that he could put in operation at once four looms 
that are idle because he cannot get competent men to 
work them, 


As will be seen by our Toronto letter, the dispute be- 
tween Edward Lloyd, Limited, and the Sturgeon Falls 
Pulp Company as to property sold to the former by the 
latter has been settled by agreement, and the documents 
in the case have been signed. This closes a contention that 
has been watched both here and on the other side 
of the water very closely. It is a contention that has 
been unfortunate for Canada, for it has been a great obsta- 
cle to the development of Canadian paper and pulp re- 
sources. That it has been settled will be a relief to those 
directly interested, as well as to the Canadian trade and 
public. 





The shipments of paper from the port of New York this 
week aggregated in value $65,611. This is a very fair 
showing; but when one remembers that the shipments 
for many weeks have been small, it will take more than 
$65,000 per week for the rest of the year to bring the 
annual total up to the point where it ought to be. Among 
the heaviest buyers this week were: Australia, $32,744; 
Liverpool, $3,820; Argentine Republic, $3,414; British 
Africa, $3,352; London, $3,332; Mexico, $3,316; Glas- 
gow, $2,992; British West Indies, $2,433; Cuba, $1,672. 


Commercial disasters in New York are plentiful this 
week. For the most part the liabilities are not large. The 
failures, however, point out some lessons that ought to 
be learned by some paper manufacturers. Some of the 
debtors have not formally failed. They have simply moved 
and left their creditors to hunt them up.

Cylinder Machine for Pulp Patented by a Norwegian Pulp 
Maker—Packing Box or Package—Pulp 
Washing Machine. 


Halvor Gaara, of Skien, Norway, has been granted 
United States patent No. 685,374, covering a cylinder ma- 
chine for pulp. The machine is herewith illustrated. 

- The invention relates to cylinder machines used in con- 
nection with the manufacture of paper pulp, and it consists 
in means whereby part of the water passing through the 
strainer plates may be removed from the cylinder sepa- 
rately from the other part of the water. It is a known 
fact that the part of the water passing through the upper 
portion of the cylinder submerged in the vat contains con-

siderable very finely divided pulp, while the water passing 
through the lower portion of the cylinder is free from 
this “dust stuff... By way of the very simple means in 
vented the inventor says that he can gather up the water 
containing this dust stuff, and it may then be pumped up 
into the vat again, whereby losses are prevented and the 
water leaving the mill will be completely clean, and so no 
contamination of the rivers will be caused, as is now the 
case. 

It consists in mounting within the cylinder, but without 
any contact or connection with the same. one or more 
gutters or receptacles and causing the water containing the 
dust stuff to flow from the top part of the cylinder into 


said gutter or gutters by providing on the inner circum- 


ference of the cylinder a continuous series of radially dis- 
posed shovels or ribs, which prevent the water from per- 
colating downward along -the walls of the cylinder and 
cause it to drop vertically into said gutter. 

In the accompanying drawings, Fig. 1 is a cross section 
and Fig. 2 a longitudinal section, through a straining ap- 
paratus, showing a preferred form of carrying out the in- 
vention. 

The strainer cylinder a_is mounted upon its shaft by 
means of central arms c, whereby sufficient space is af- 
forded at both ends for the introduction of gutters or re- 
ceptacles b, serving to collect the water from the upper part 
of the cylinder. The cylinder is provided on its inner side 
with ribs d, which direct the water entering at the top of 
the cylinder away from its inner surface and cause it to 
drop into the receptacles b. 

Washing pipes g may be provided for the purpose of 
cleaning the cylinder on its inner surface.

Sheet Metal Skylights. 


Years ago one of the most troublesome parts of a build- 
ing was the skylight. This was usually made of wood, and 
the glass used was the little lights of thin window glass 
In fact, a skylight of this kind was nothing more or less 
than a window lying inclined on the roof, instead of stand- 
ing vertically. For a while all was lovely, but pretty soon 
the trouble began; the rain and snow lying on the structure 
soon chipped the putty and opened seams in the wooden 
bars through which water leaked. Then on a cold winter 
day the warm air from inside would strike the cold glass, 
condensed water would gather and drip down in the room 
below. -Besides this, the inflammable nature of the skylight 
was a great drawback. 

To obviate these troubles, rolled iron skylights were then 
made, and, owing to their superior strength, the sheets of 
glass were made larger and thicker. But owing to the 
amount of iron in the bars they would expand and con- 
tract with the heat and cold and break the glass. Then 
their cost was so great as to preclude their use on any 
but high class buildings. 

The next step in the evolution was the sheet metal sky- 


light, in which were combined all the advantages of the 
wrought iron article with none of its drawbacks, and it had 
besides the merit of cheapness as compared with the latter. 
This sheet metal skylight has been made for the past 
twenty-five years by the E. Van Noorden Company, Boston, 
which has gradually perfected it until to-day it is in use 
on hundreds of prominent buildings throughout New Eng- 
land, the South and West, especially on woolen, cotton, 
pulp and paper mills. The company has recently installed 
some powerful and rapid machinery for making these 
lights, until the cost is now reduced to so low a mark that 
wooden skylights are no longer to be thought of. It will 
pay anyone to go through the company’s shop at 944 
Massachusetts avenue, and see this machinery in operation.

mon a test in most mills, any excess of hypo added ought 
to be very small indeed; 1 pound of hypo per beater is a 
fair allowance, and this is equivalent to only about 9 grains 
per gallon. The acid produced by the action of the hypo 
on the chlorine is neutralized by the alkalinity of the 
water, due to the lime of the bleach liquor and the caustic 
ity of the rosin size. It is inconceivable to us that the 
small quantity of hypo can produce all the mischief with 


which it is credited. In the experiments detailed in table 


D, the bleach was in excess, and a considerable quantity of 
hydrochloric acid was formed, yet the action on the wire 
was less than with alum containing free acid. In practice, 
the conditions of this experiment should never occur, as no 
free chlorine ought to be left in the pulp, and the acid 
produced would be neutralized as described above. 

It will be noted that the loss of weight of the wire in the 
tables is greater than the weight of copper in solution; this

is due to the zinc also being dissolved. The wire is made 
of brass, an alloy of zinc and copper, but the estimation of 
zinc in small quantities presents some difficulties, and was 
not necessary. The brass wire was found to be much more 
soluble in dilute sulphuric acid than in dilute hydrochloric 
acid, and we are confirmed in our opinion that it is the 
excessive use of alum, or alum with free sulphuric acid 


which is the chief cause of serious corrosion

Advance in Brimstone. 


In reviewing the situation in brimstone 
early in September, says the Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter, we pointed out the 
causes which favored the Sicilian syndi- 
cate in what was generally regarded the 
arbitrary action of that combination of 
producers in advancing the price of the 
product, and took occasion to state that 
the probabilities favored the expectation 
f continuation of high prices.

insist upon prices but little, if at all, under 


those prescribed by the syndicate. This 
they are now enabled to do by reason of 
the French refiners abrogating their con- 
tract with the syndicate and spirited bid 
ding for the product of the outside pro- 
ducers. The course of prices has been 
steadily upward during the past few 
months, the Anglo-Sicilian Company a4- 
vancing the price whenever they found 
it safe to do so. The lowest price in re- 
cent years was in 1896, when sales were 
reported at $14.75 per ton, but since the 
early part of the following year the price 
has ranged above $20, and during a short 
period in 1808 reached the high figure cf 
$35 per ton, due to conditions incident to 
our war with Spain.

To arrive at this conclu- 
sion the fact is cited that a large share of the goods that 
are now reaching the market is being consumed. This 
is true particularly of Manilas. As general business is 
good Manilas and twines are being used up rapidly. 
News paper, Book paper and Writings are also going 
into consumption at a lively rate this fall. That this-is so 
is evidenced by the fact that the buyers have been and 
still continue to cry for early delivery of their goods. 
This would not be so were the goods intended largely for 
stock. Of course a good bulk of the orders now in at 
the mills is for jobbers’ stock, but the fact that the job- 
bers themselves are prodding the mill agents for quick 
delivery shows that the consumption is rapid just now. 
All the mills, irrespective of the grade made, are rushed 
with business. Some of them are as much as six weeks 
behind; or, to state it exactly, they have a six weeks’ run 
on their books.
